IReport  of  tbe  Executive  Committee 

Soutb  BnD  flnDuetrfal  Scbool 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: — 

After  twenty-six  years'  experience  in  various  kinds  of 
Industrial  and  Social  Work  and  a  careful  study  of  neighbor- 
hood needs,  the  directors  are  convinced  that  the  best  work 
that  they  can  do  is  the  work  for  which  the  School  was  origin- 
ally established,  that  is,  to  teach  the  practical  industrial  arts 
that  make  good  housekeepers,  good  home  makers  and  good 
citizens,  training  the  children  to  the  intelligent  use  of  their 
eyes  and  hands,  thus  fitting  them  for  any  future  work  which 
they  may  be  called  on  to  do. 

That  the  people  of  the  District  appreciate  the  helpfulness 
of  the  School  is  shown  every  year  by  the  tremendous  number 
of  applicants  seeking  to  enter  the  various  classes,  more  than 
can  possibly  be  accommodated.  We  have  now  a  very  careful 
system  of  registration,  and  those  that  cannot  be  admitted  at 
once  are  placed  on  the  waiting  list.  House  fees  were  estab- 
lished last  year  by  which  every  scholar  except  those  belonging 
to  the  primary  sewing  and  the  kindergarten  pay  five  cents  a 
month.  The  parents  have  expressed  themselves  as  glad  to 
contribute  this  to  the  School  which  they  love  so  well.  These 
fees,  last  season,  amounted  to  over  one  hundred  dollars. 

Children  enter  the  kindergarten  when  four  years  old,  the 
boys  go  from  this  to  paper  sloyd  and  basketry,  then  on  to 
carpentry,  cobbling,  cane-seating,  mechanical  and  free-hand 
drawing.     The  girls  are  promoted  gradually  to  dressmaking, 
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millinery,  cooking  and  laundry.  Some  do  not  begin  so  young, 
and  enter  in  the  housekeeper's  class  or  sewing.  These 
classes  are  in  session  all  day  Saturday  and  the  house  is  crowded 
to  the  utmost,  compatible  with  health  and  comfort.  Visitors 
usually  comment  not  only  on  the  happy  faces,  but  on  the 
neatness  of  the  children.  This  is  insisted  upon  and  is  con- 
sidered a  part  of  their  training.  Our  work  is  by  no  means 
confined  to  the  children,  as  older  boys  and  girls  come  to  the 
evening  classes  and  a  large  Mothers'  Club  meets  Thursday 
afternoons.  The  latter  is  self-governing  and  the  finest  spirit 
of  loyalty  and  good  comradeship  is  shown  by  the  members, 
consisting  of  both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  English,  Irish, 
German  and  Swedish.  The  objects  of  this  Club  are  sewing 
and  social  intercourse.  Three  dressmakers  are  employed  to 
cut  for  them  and  a  kindergarten  teacher  cares  for  their  little 
ones  during  Club  hours.  The  mothers  also  have  classes  in 
Millinery  and  Laundry  work.  In  addition  to  the  Industrial 
Classes  we  have  three  boys'  clubs,  a  Choral  Club  of  thirty 
girls  and  an  Orchestra  of  twenty  boys.  The  children  by  pay- 
ing a  small  fee  can  have  lessons  on  the  piano  and  violin  and 
there  is  a  Dancing  Class  for  little  girls.  We  have  eight  hun- 
dred scholars  in  all,  many  of  whom  come  to  more  than  one 
class.  This  does  not  include  those  who  come  merely  for 
stamp  saving  or  for  garden  seeds.  Entertainments  are  occa- 
sionally given,  to  which  the  fathers  and  mothers  come,  and  a 
fine  series  of  lectures  has  been  arranged  for  six  Sunday  even- 
ings this  winter.  Every  Saturday  a  luncheon  is  served  to 
those  teachers  who  have  all  day  classes.  This  social  hour 
brings  them  into  closer  touch  with  each  other  and  fosters  co- 
operation and  loyal  feeling  for  the  School. 

We  have  a  large  plot  of  ground  where  twenty-four  children 
have  School  gardens,  raising  flowers  and  vegetables  under  the 
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supervision  of  an  experienced  teacher.  Mrs.  Rodman  Pea- 
body  has  charge  of  the  home  gardens  and  window  boxes. 
Seeds  and  loam  are  sold  to  the  whole  district.  Some  of  our 
children  have  taken  prizes  in  the  Horticultural  Exhibition. 
Through  July  classes  are  held  in  housekeeping,  cooking  and 
basketry. 

Many  of  our  children  had  the  much  coveted  Country  Week 
Vacation,  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Union,  and  many  of  the  poorest  were  invited  to  the  Christmas 
Festival. 

The  Mothers'  Club  had  their  Field  Day  in  Bedford  on  the 
Pickman  estate,  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  at  the  time, 
and  remains  a  pleasant  memory. 

Our  Superintendent,  through  her  stamp-saving  work  in  the 
neighboring  schools  and  her  membership  in  the  Parents' 
Association,  keeps  in  touch  with  the  whole  neighborhood  and 
reaches  the  families  not  only  in  this  way  but  through  visits 
to  their  homes.  In  every  emergency  which  arises,  the 
women  come  to  our  Superintendent  or  send  a  child  in  hot 
haste  for  help  and  advice.  Through  her  connection  with  the 
Associated  Charities  of  the  District  and  her  knowledge  of  the 
various  sources  of  hospital  aid,  she  can  act  quickly  and  often 
relieve  great  suffering. 

The  clerical  work  and  the  visiting  became  so  great  that  it 
was  necessary  to  have  an  assistant,  and  Miss  Julia  Bradley 
was  engaged  to  help  Mrs.  Damon.  We  are  endeavoring  to 
perfect  our  work  in  all  its  details,  to  have  the  instruction  of 
the  best  and  most  approved  methods,  and  to  this  end  we  ask 
the  support  and  advice  not  only  of  our  faithful  friends  of 
many  years  but  of  the  new  friends  and  visitors  to  the  School.

ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  This  Corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named 
in  the  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be 
elected  members  by  ballot  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  2.  Thirteen  members  personally  present  at  any  legal 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

ARTICLE  II. 
OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, not  less  than  three  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  an 
Executive  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the  aforesaid  officers 
and  fifteen  other  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  or  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  to  an  office  in

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ARTICLE  III. 

ANNUAL  MEETINGS. 
Section  1.     The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
in  the  second  week  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  appoint. 

Section  2.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the 
Clerk,  by  sending  notice  thereof,  by  mail,  to  each  member  of  the 
Corporation,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  said 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corpora- 
tion whenever  requested  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  in  writing 
of  any  five  members,  and  shall  mail  to  each  member  of  the  Corporation 
notice  of  the  meeting,  stating  therein  the  object  for  which  it  is  called,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 

Sectidn  2.  No  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special 
meeting  than  that  named  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS    OF   THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  regular  business  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  the 
months  of  January,  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
shall  appoint. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  when  requested 
in  writing  by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee.

The   President   shall   preside   at   all   meetings   of   the   Corporation 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President 
one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  and,  in  their  absence,  the  senior  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  preside. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  with  sureties  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  whenever  required  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  in  books  be- 
longing to  the  Corporation,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the  Executive 
Committee  or  a  sub-committee  thereof,  and  shall  receive  and  have  the 
custody  of  all  the  money,  bonds,  notes,  deeds,  and  other  securities 
belonging  to  the  Corporation,  which  shall  be  kept  and  managed  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  a  sub-com- 
mittee thereof  duly  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  money  except  by  order  of 
the  Executive  Committee  or  their  Committee  duly  authorized. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Corporation  a  statement  of  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property 
of  the  Corporation,  made  up  to  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
arid  shall  at  any  time  furnish  such  information  in  regard  to  the  finances 
of  the  Corporation  as  may  be  required  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Cor- 
poration. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall,  prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
the  office,  subscribe  upon  the  records  the  following  oath,  sworn  before 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace:  "I  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  perform 
the  duties  of  Clerk  of  the  South  End  Industrial  School  so  long  as  I 
continue  in  office,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.      So  help  me  God." 

Section  2.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  members  and  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall 
keep  clear  and  distinct  records  of  the  votes  and  proceedings  of  all  the 
meetings,  and  of  the  members  present. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  issue 
all  notices  and  circulars,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corpora- 
tion and  of  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  requested  to  do  so,  as 
approved  under  Articles  IV  and  V  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Members  of  the  Cor- 
poration, with  their  full  names  and  addresses. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  the  property, 
effects,  and  assets  of  the  Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members, 
and  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the  same,  and  exercise 
a  general  superintendence  over  its  affairs,  and  shall  make  or  authorize 
all  necessary  contracts. 

Section  2.  No  indebtedness,  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the 
treasury,  and  not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities, 
shall  be  created,  except  by  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  present  at  a  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  They  shall  have  the  power  to 'appoint  Superintendents, 
Instructors,  and  Servants,  to  fix  their  compensation,  and  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure. 

Section  4.  They  may  appoint  from  their  own  number  such  sub- 
committees as  they  deem  expedient. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  at  each  annual  meeting, 
through  the  President,  make  a  full  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
Corporation  and  work  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Cor- 
poration by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided 
notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

A  YOUNG  GARDENER 


IReport  of  tbe  lexecutivc  Committee 

South  BnD  ITnOuatrial  Scbool 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  ;-— 

The  question  of  greatest  interest  in  regard  to  any  school  is, 
what  does  it  mean  to  the  people  of  the  community  in  which 
it  stands? 

Our  School  means,  first,  better  homes  and  more  thrift  in 
the  household.  Second,  a  meeting-ground  for  the  neighbor- 
hood, which  shall  bind  all  together,  without  regard  to  creed 
or  nationality  for  the  common  interest  of  the  whole.  Third, 
a  place  where  young  and  old  may  meet,  not  only  for  instruc- 
tion in  the  practical  household  arts  but  for  recreation  in  club 
work,  in  drawing,  in  music  and  in  dancing.  A  place  also  where, 
someone  may  always  be  found  to  take  a  sympathetic  interest 
in  all  the  emergencies  which  may  arise  in  the  home  and  where, 
in  case  of  need,  help  may  be  summoned  from  the  various 
agencies  established  for  the  purpose. 

The  homes  are  bettered  by  the  teaching  of  sewing,  dress- 
making, millinery,  housekeeping,  cooking  and  laundry  to  the 
girls,  and  to  the  boys,  cobbling,  carpentry,  basket  weaving, 
caneseating,  mechanical  and  free-hand  drawing.  Trades  are 
not  taught  but  the  young  people  often  become  so  much 
interested  in  some  line  of  work  that  they  take  it  up  later  as  a 
vocation.  Many  children  enter  in  the  kindergarten  at  the 
age  of  four  and  are  gradually  promoted  through  the  various 
classes.  Saturdays  all  the  industrial  classes  are  in  session 
during  the  day  and  in  the  evening  the  chorus  of  thirty  girls 
and  the  orchestra  of  eighteen  boys  meet  for  practice  with  their 
leaders.  Wonderfully  good  work  has  been  accomplished  by 
these  young  people,  who  give  concerts  of  which  they  are 
justly  proud.  Classes  and  clubs  are  held  nearly  every  evening 
during  the  week.  The  Monday  night  drawing  class  offers 
exceptional  advantages  to  those  studying  art  and  many  who 
have  begun  here  are  now  holding  good  positions  as  designers. 
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There  are  three  large  dancing  classes,  in  which  the  neighbor- 
hood takes  great  interest,  some  of  the  mothers  acting  as 
matrons  each  week.  The  children  enjoy  the  dancing  after 
the  long  day  in  school,  especially  in  the  winter  months  when 
they  do  not  play  out  of  doors.  A  junior  chorus  of  little  girls 
has  been  started  this  year,  which  meets  on  Monday  afternoons, 
Mrs.  Ralph  Calef  having  kindly  volunteered  to  lead  them. 
They  sang  Christmas  Carols  to  the  sewing  school  and  are  now 
practising  a  little  operetta.  Twenty  children  are  taking 
lessons  on  the  piano  and  six  on  the  violin;  they  pay  a  small 
fee  for  the  privilege.  The  Thursday  night  Boys*  Club,  under 
Mr.  Howell  Reed,  is  the  oldest  of  all  the  clubs  and  is  still 
doing  good  work.  The  Junior  City  Council  consists  of  ten 
of  the  older  boys.  The  Mothers'  Club  has  entered  upon  its 
fifth  year  with  the  members  more  enthusiastic  than  ever. 
They  meet  Thursday  afternoons  for  sewing  and  social  inter- 
course. They  have  the  use  of  four  sewing  machines  and  three 
dressrnakers  are  paid  to  cut  for  them.  The  committee  buy 
materials  at  wholesale,  selling  to  them  at  the  same  price,  thus 
enabling  them  to  purchase  sheeting,  toweling,  ginghams  and 
outing  flannels  at  low  cost.  Last  year  they  purchased  twenty- 
three  hundred  yards  of  cloth.  The  club  is  self-governing  and 
the  feeling  of  good  fellowship  is  very  strong.  They  are  always 
ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  The  gardens  have  been  a  great 
joy  to  the  children.  This  year  the  large  lot  owned  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  on  Bartlett  street  was  intrusted  to  the  care  of  the 
School;  it  was  divided  into  lots  and  enjoyed  by  various  people 
of  the  neighborhood,  who  met  frequently  at  the  School  to 
discuss  garden  problems.  One  little  girl  gathered  from  a  plot 
of  land  twelve  by  eighteen  feet,  five  ears  of  corn,  eighteen 
bunches  of  radishes,  eleven  summer  squashes,  fifteen  quarts 
of  string  beans,  twelve  bunches  of  beets,  one  bushel  of  swiss 
chard,  forty- two  tomatoes,  five  quarts  of  peas,  twelve  heads 
of  lettuce,  three  cucumbers,  one  quart  of  parsley,  six  turnips 
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and  three  cabbages.  One  of  the  large  seed  firms  of  the  city 
sent  out  plants,  which  could  be  sold  for  a  few  cents  each,  to 
brighten  many  back  yards  and  window  boxes.  The  regular 
home  garden  work  was  carried  on  as  usual  and  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  calls  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work. 
Prizes  were  given  at  the  small  horticultural  show  which  was 
held  at  the  School  in  September. 

Nine  hundred  and  seventy-six  persons  are  registered  for  the 
various  classes;  this  does  not  include  those  boys  and  girls  who 
are  reached  only  through  our  stamp-saving  work. 

The  superintendent  and  the  assistant  visit  the  homes  of  the 
scholars  and  helpful  advice  is  often  given. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Union  has  extended  to  many  of 
the  children  the  privileges  of  the  Country  Week  and  the  Christ- 
mas festival. 

Mr.  Francis  W.  Sargent  and  Mrs.  W.  W.  Blackmar  have 
given  the  School  a  new  piano  which  is  very  much  appreciated. 
Mrs.  Shepherd  Brooks  has  given  the  much  needed  chairs  for 
the  School  hall. 

Miss  Fannie  Hall  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  School, 
has  passed  away.  She  was  always  deeply  interested  in  the 
work  but  owing  to  ill  health  was  not  able  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  committee.  It  was  her  sister,  Miss  Mary  Louisa  Hall, 
who  first  thought  of  the  Industrial  School.  In  her  daily  walks 
through  Roxbury  she  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  need  of 
occupation  for  the  children,  who  seemed  to  have  nothing  to  do 
but  wander  around  the  streets.  The  running  expenses  this 
last  year  have  been  so  heavy  that  the  balance  in  the  treasury 
is  very  small.  We  have  been  over  every  item  of  expense 
carefully  and  we  feel  that  unless  we  curtail  our  work  we  must 
have  a  larger  income.  Our  friends  have  generously  helped 
us  in  the  past  and  we  hope  that  they  will  help  us  to  carry  on 
this  greater  work  which  calls  for  our  utmost  efforts.

ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  This  Corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the 
Articles  of  Agreement,  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  elected  mem- 
bers by  ballot  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the'  Corporation. 

Section  2.  Thirteen  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  the  Corporation  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, not  less  than  three  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Clerk  and  an  Execu- 
tive Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the  aforesaid  officers  and  fifteen 
other  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  to  an  office  in 
this  Corporation  and,  having  been  notified  of  the  same,  shall  neglect  for 
the  space  of  seven  days  thereafter  to  notify  the  Clerk,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Clerk,  the  President,  of  his  acceptance  thereof,  shall  be  considered  as 
refusing  to  take  the  office. 

Section  3.  All  vacancies  occurring  after  the  annual  meeting  in  any 
of  the  offices  may  be  temporarily  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  until  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  legally 
called  for  that  purpose,  is  held,  when  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the 
manner  provided  for  the  election  of  officers  in  Section  1  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

ANNUAL  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
in  the  second  week  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  appoint. 

Section  2.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Clerk, 
by  sending  notice  therefore,  by  mail,  to  each  member  of  the  Corporation, 
at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
whenever  requested  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  in  writing  of  any 
five  members,  and  shall  mail  to  each  member  of  the  Corporation  notice 
of  the  meeting,  stating  therein  the  object  for  which  it  is  called,  at  least 
three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 

Section  2.  No  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meet- 
ing than  that  named  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  regular  business  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  the  months  of 
January,  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  appoint. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  when  requested 
in  writing  by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee. 

Section  3.  Seven  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  and,  in  their  absence,  the  senior  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  preside. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  with  sureties  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  whenever  required  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  in  books  belong- 
ing to  the  Corporation,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the  Executive  Committee 
or  a  sub-committee  thereof,  and  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of 
all  the  money,  bonds,  notes,  deeds,  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the 
Corporation,  which  shall  be  kept  and  managed  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  a  sub-committee  thereof  duly  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  money  except  by  order  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  their  Committee  duly  authorized. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Corporation  a  statement  of  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property  of 
the  Corporation,  made  up  to  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and 
shall  at  any  time  furnish  such  information  in  regard  to  the  finances  of  the 
Corporation  as  may  be  required  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall,  prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office,  subscribe  upon  the  records  the  following  oath,  sworn  before  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace:  "I  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  Clerk  of  the  South  End  Industrial  School  so  long  as  I  continue 
in  office,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.     So  help  me  God." 

Section  2.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  members  and  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  clear 
and  distinct  records  of  the  votes  and  proceedings  of  all  the  meetings, 
and  of  the  members  present. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  issue 
all  notices  and  circulars,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  requested  to  do  so,  as^ approved 
under  Articles  IV  and  V  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Members  of  the  Cor- 
poration, with  their  full  names  and  addresses. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  the  property,  effects 
and  assets  of  the  Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members,  and  shall 
have  the  management  and  control  of  the  same,  and  exercise  a  general 
superintendence  over  its  affairs,  and  shall  make  or  authorize  all  necessary 
contracts. 

Section  2.  No  indebtedness,  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  treas- 
ury, and  not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities,  shall 
be  created,  except  by  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  present  at  a  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  Superintendents, 
Instructors  and  Servants,  to  fix  their  compensation,  and  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure. 

Section  4.  They  may  appoint  from  their  own  number  such  sub-com- 
mittees as  they  deem  expedient. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  at  each  annual  meeting, 
through  the  President,  make  a  full  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  work  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Corpora- 
tion by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  notice 
of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  : — 

Our  report  for  this  year  shows  a  strengthening  of  our  work 
in  its  various  branches  rather  than  much  that  is  new.  The 
membership  has  been  full  in  all  the  Industrial  classes,  and 
the  social  work  has  gone  hand  in  hand  with  the  practical. 
Boys  and  girls  who  began  as  little  children  in  the  school, 
going  through  the  various  classes,  have  now  come  back  to 
us  as  wage-earners,  but  anxious  to  lend  a  hand  wherever 
needed.  Little  ones  come  to  us  today  asking  for  admission 
because  their  mothers  learned  to  sew  here  and  the  Mothers' 
Club  has  members  who  came  to  the  sewing  school. 

The  dressmaking  and  millinery  classes  are  crowded,  and  in 
a  number  of  cases  the  graduates  are  doing  the  family  dress- 
making and  millinery.  They  are  always  sorry  when  the  two 
years'  course  in  these  classes  is  over.  Small  class  fees  for 
the  older  members  have  been  charged  for  the  past  two  years. 
This  fall  it  was  decided  that  a  five-cent  admission  fee  should 
be  required  for  the  sewing  school ;  it  was  thought  that  perhaps 
it  might  make  some  difference  in  the  applications,  but  one 
hundred  and  fifty  children  have  appeared  with  their  five  cents 
grasped  in  their  little  fists.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  room 
is  only  one  hundred  and  fifteen  and  many  were  turned  away. 
The  children  love  to  come  to  the  school  and  were  sorry  for 
the  two  weeks'  vacation  at  Christmas. 

Housekeeping  classes  are  always  popular,  and  many  lessons 
are  instilled  into  the  little  girls'  minds  which  will  stand  by 
them  when  they  have  homes  of  their  own.  The  girls  in  the 
three  laundry  classes  bring  their  own  garments  and  carry 
them  home  washed  and  ironed   in  the  best  manner.     The 
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cooking  classes  prepare  simple  meals  and  then  serve   them, 
to  their  great  satisfaction. 

There  are  classes  in  carpentry  for  boys  of  all  ages,  and  the 
work  ranges  from  mission  furniture  to  baby  houses.  The 
five  cobbling  classes  are  always  well  filled,  and  some  pupils 
have  become  so  skillful  that  they  take  order  work  from  their 
friends.  Cane  seating  is  also  often  a  source  of  profit  to  the 
boys,  while  basketry  trains  their  little  fingers  for  the  larger 
work.  Mechanical  drawing  is  useful  in  any  trade  which  the 
boys  may  take  up  later,  and  many  of  the  graduates  of  the 
free-hand  drawing  are  earning  good  salaries. 

The  Mothers'  Club  combines  dressmaking  and  social  inter- 
course. It  is  self-governing,  the  members  not  only  planning 
for  their  own  pleasure  but  visiting  the  sick  and  helping  at  the 
School  whenever  possible.  The  aim  of  the  School  is  to  im-, 
prove  the  individual  and  the  home,  to  encourage  the  young 
people  to  take  up  trades  when  practical  rather  than  go  into 
the  factories. 

There  are  one  thousand  pupils  registered  in  the  various 
classes  and  clubs.  Our  building  has  become  a  social  center 
for  the  neighborhood,  throwing  open  its  doors,  that  the 
people  may  come  in  and  find  pleasure  and  amusement.  We 
have  a  fine  chorus  of  young  girls  and  an  excellent  orchestra 
which  give  concerts  and  operettas  during  the  winter.  Lessons 
are  given  on  the  piano  and  the  violin.  Large  dancing  classes, 
which  are  self-supporting,  are  held  two  afternoons  and  two 
evenings  each  week.  There  are  two  city  history  clubs  for 
older  boys;  the  small  boys'  club,  which  in  the  past  has 
often  been  unruly,  is  perfectly  absorbed  in  the  story  telling, 
which  is  done  by  a  lady  engaged  for  the  purpose. 

The  stamp  saving  has  been  carried  on  as  usual  in  all  the 
departments. 

In  the  summer  two  large  adjoining  lots  were  divided  into 
small  gardens  twelve  by  eighteen  feet,  and  were  cultivated, 
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under  instruction,  by  children  and  people  of  the  neighborhood. 
They  afford  a  good  supply  of  vegetables  all  summer,  and  there 
was  a  delightful  exhibit  in  September.  Penny  packages  of 
seeds  are  sold  to  the  children  for  their  home  gardens  and 
window-boxes,  and  prizes  are  offered  for  the  best  results. 

Last  summer  Mrs.  Robert  G.  Shaw  gave  the  School  the 
use  of  a  cottage  on  her  estate  at  Wellesley;  it  was  much 
enjoyed  by  tired  working-girls  who  went  out  Saturday  after- 
noons with  the  superintendent  and  had  happy  Sundays  in 
the  country.  Some  of  the  mothers  went  there  for  a  week's 
vacation. 

The  School  is  not  only  sought  for  class  work  and  social 
enjoyment  but  for  help  in  every  ernergency;  whether  it  be 
sickness,  unruly  children,  or  the  prospect  of  ejectment,  the 
applicant  is  sure  to  find  help  and  sympathy  from  our  Super- 
intendent, who  is  in  touch  with  all  the  various  sources  of 
aid  which  our  city  affords.  The  homes  of  all  are  visited  and 
a  close  touch  kept  with  all  members  of  the  family.  Many 
of  our  children  have  profited,  as  in  former  years,  by  the  kind- 
ness of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Union,  inviting  them  to 
the  Country  Week  and  the  Christmas  Festival. 

Last  fall  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  School  Treasury 
showed  a  deficit.  An  appeal  was  sent  out  which  brought  in 
over  $1,000.  If  we  are  to  carry  on  this  work  successfully  we 
must  have  the  support  and  co-operation  of  our  friends.  We 
beg  them  to  visit  the  School  some  sunny  Saturday  morning, 
and  we  are  sure  that  they  will  be  so  impressed  with  the  happy 
faces  of  the  children  and  the  value  of  the  work  that  they  will 
want  to  help  us.

Be  it  known,  that  whereas  William  W.  Warren,  William  H.  Varney, 
John  Sweetser,  Judith  W.  Andrews,  Sarah  E.  Hooper,  Frances  A.  Waters, 
Mary  M.  Wether  ell,  Marion  S.  Devereux,  Mary  H.  Packard,  Anna  H. 
Clarke,  John  Capen,  Anna  S.  Foster,  Caroline  S.  Callender,  Anna  Preston, 
Ellen  M.  Shumway  and  Walter  S.  Frost,  have  associated  themselves  with

ARTICLE   I. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


Section  1.  This  Corporation  shall  consist  of  the  persons  named  in  the 
Articles  of  Agreement,  and  of  such  other  persons  as  may  be  elected  mem- 
bers by  ballot  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 

Seiction  2.  Thirteen  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  the  Corporation  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   11. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, not  less  than  three  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Clerk  and  an  Execu- 
tive Committee,  which  shall  consist  of  the  aforesaid  officers  and  fifteen 
other  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual 
meeting  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

Section  2.  Any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  to  an  office  in 
this  Corporation  and,  having  been  notified  of  the  same,  shall  neglect  for 
the  space  of  seven  days  thereafter  to  notify  the  Clerk,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Clerk,  the  President,  of  his  acceptance  thereof,  shall  be  considered  as 
refusing  to  take  the  office. 

Section  3.  All  vacancies  occurrng  after  the  annual  meeting  in  any 
of  the  offices  may  be  temporarily  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  until  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  legally 
called  for  that  purpose,  is  held,  when  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the 
manner  provided  for  the  election  of  officers  in  Section  1  of  this  article. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE   CORPORATION 


ARTICLE   III. 


ANNUAL    MEETINGS. 


Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held 
in  the  second  week  of  January  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  appoint. 

Section  2.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Clerk,' 
by  sending  notice  therefore,  by  mail,  to  each  member  of  the  Corporation, 
at  least  seven  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

SPECIAL    MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
whenever  requested  by  the  President,  or  at  the  request  in  writing  of  any 
five  members,  and  shall  mail  to  each  member  of  the  Corporation  notice 
of  the  meeting,  stating  therein  the  object  for  which  it  is  called,  at  least 
three  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  holding  the  same. 

Section  2.  No  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meet- 
ing than  that  named  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE    V. 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  regular  business  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  the  months  of 
January,  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  appoint. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  may  be 
called  by  the  Clerk  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  when  requested 
in  writing  by  any  three  members  of  the  Committee. 

Section  3.  Seven  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

PRESIDING    OFFICER. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  and,  in  their  absence,  the  senior  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  preside. 
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ARTICLE   VII. 

TREASURER.  • 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  bonds  with  sureties  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  whenever  required  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Section  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  in  books  belong- 
ing to  the  Corporation,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the  Executive  Committee 
or  a  sub-committee  thereof,  and  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of 
all  the  money,  bonds,  notes,  deeds  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the 
Corporation,  which  shall  be  kept  and  managed  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  a  sub-committee  thereof  duly  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  no  money  except  by  order  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  their  Committee  duly  authorized. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  submit  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Corporation  a  statement  of  accounts  and  of  the  funds  and  property  of 
the  Corporation,  made  up  to  the  last  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and 
shall  at  any  time  furnish  such  information  in  regard  to  the  finances  of  the 
Corporation  as  may  be  required  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

CLERK. 

Section  1.  The  Clerk  shall,  prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  the 
office,  subscribe  upon  the  records  the  following  oath,  sworn  before  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace:  "I  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  Clerk  of  the  South  End  Industrial  School  so  long  as  I  continue 
in  office,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.     So  help  me  God." 

Section  2.  The  Clerk  shall  notify  members  and  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  clear 
and  distinct  records  of  the  votes  and  proceedings  of  all  the  meetings 
and  of  the  members  present. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  issue 
all  notices  and  circulars,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 
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Section  4.  The  Clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  Corporation 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  requested  to  do  so,  as  approved 
under  Articles  IV  and  V  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  5.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  Members  of  the  Cor- 
poration, with  their  full  names  and  addresses. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  the  property,  effects 
and  assets  of  the  Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members,  and  shall 
have  the  management  and  control  of  the  same,  and  exercise  a  general 
superintendence  over  its  affairs,  and  shall  make  or  authorize  all  necessary 
contracts. 

Section  2.  No  indebtedness,  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  treas- 
ury, and  not  needed  for  the  discharge  of  prior  debts  or  liabilities,  shall 
be  created,  except  by  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee  ratified  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation  present  at  a  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose. 

Section  3.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  Superintendents, 
Instructors  and  Servants,  to  fix  their  compensation,  and  to  remove 
them  at  pleasure. 

Section  4.  They  may  appoint  from  their  own  number  such  sub- 
committees as  they  deem  expedient. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  at  each  annual  meeting, 
through  the  President,  make  a  full  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  work  of  the  school. 


ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  Corpora- 
tion by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  notice 
of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 
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
